On April 26, 2007 at approximately 0900 hours, Deputies Oscar Veloz and Julio 
Martinez responded to a Shots Fired / Man with a Gun call. While en route to the 
location, they were diverted to assist a detective with a stolen vehicle investigation 
which was related to the shooting call. Once they obtained a description of the 
shooting suspect they searched the area for him. 


They soon saw a person (Subject| ho matched the description walking in front 
of them. When Subject aw them he looked in their direction, appeared startled, 
and ran into a nearby front yard as he held the waistband of his pants. Deput 
Martinez and Deputy Veloz then contained each side of the yard as Subject гап 
away from them. 


Subject tanding near a fence, still holding his right hand in his waist area. 
Subject turned and removed his right hand from his waist area and pointed 
something at Deputy Martinez. Fearing for his life, Deputy Martinez fired three 
rounds at Subject Subject jumped over the fence, but was found in the 
containment within minutes. 


As m a looked own the side of the house where Subject 27, he saw 


Subject 2 transported to Saint Francis Hospital where he was treated for a 
through and through gunshot wound to the lower back, and a guynshot wound to the 
chest. 


On July 10, 2008, the Executive Force Review Committee convened and conducted 
a review regarding the facts of this case. The applicable policies that were evaluated 
by the committee were: MMP 88 3-01/025.00, Use of Force; 3-01/025.30, Use of 
Firearms and Deadly Force; 3-01/025.10, Unreasonable Force; and 3-01/050.10, 
Performance to Standards.

MMP § 3-01/025.00, Use of Force, MMP § 3-01/025.30, Use of Firearms and Deadly 
Force, and MMP § 3-01/025.10, Unreasonable Force. the Committee determined 
that the force used by Deputy Julio Martinez г reasonable and necessary 
and in compliance with Department policy.

Force, and MMP $ 3-01/025.10, Unreasonable Е ‚ the Committee determined 
that the force used by Deputy Oscar Veloz unii... reasonable and necessary 
and in compliance with Department policy. 


MMP $ 3-01/050.10, Performance to Standards, the Committee determined that the 
tactics employed by Deputies Martinez and Veloz in this incident were within 
Department Policy.

INCIDENT: On Friday, April 26, 2007, at approximately 1000 hours, Sergeants Jack 
Ramirez, Frank Quichocho and Lieutenant Don Slawson of the Internal Affairs Bureau 
responded to Century Station, regarding a Deputy Involved Hit Shooting involving one 
deputy assigned to Century Station patrol. The summary of this incident is based on 
information obtained from interviews of the involved employees by Internal Affairs 
Bureau and reports prepared by the deputies. 


On April 26, 2007, at approximately 0900 hours, Deputies Oscar Veloz and Julio 
Martinez were working Century Station Unit 216A day shift. They responded to an 
assistance call regarding "shots fired" and “а man with a gun" in the area of East 99" 
Street and Success Avenue. They were advised that the man with the gun was a 
black male, early 20's, wearing dark clothing. While they were en route to look for the 
suspect in the area of East 99^ Street and Success Avenue, they were diverted to 
assist Detective Martin Rojas with a stolen vehicle investigation in the Jordan Downs 
Project where the suspects were running. 


While assisting Detective Rojas, they noticed that the stolen vehicle had what 
appeared to be fresh bullet holes on the passenger side. Two of the occupants of the 
stolen vehicle were apprehended. When interviewed, they told deputies that they were 
driving in the area of Success Avenue and East 99" Street when a male wearing a 
dark hooded sweatshirt shot at them. 


Martinez and Veloz, who were both in full uniform and traveling in a black and white 


patrol car, went back to the area of East 99" Street and Success Avenue to look for 
the suspect. 
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As they were traveling westbound on East 99" Street from Success Avenue they saw а 
male (later identified as wearing a dark hooded sweatshirt walking ahead 
of them on the north sidewalk. They both noticed Һа ight hand was secured in 
his waistband area of his pants. \упеп оохеа in the direction of Martinez and 
Veloz he appeared startled and began running. 


^il. into the front yard -!- 99^ Street he kept his right hand in 
waistband area of his pants. Veloz stopped the patrol car and both he and Martinez 
got out of their patrol car. Martinez yelled at to stop as US c to the east 
Side of the residence out of view. Martinez approached the east side of the front yard 
and took cover behind a large palm tree which was directly south of the east side of 
the residence where го disappeared. Veloz took cover оп the south west portion 
of the residence in the event Bikou back on them. 


As Martinez peered around the side of the palm tree, he зау БЕ along side 
the residence near a wooden fence. | — WES still holding his right hand in his waist 
area. _ mI and removed his right hand from his waist area and pointed what 
Martinez believed to be a gun at him. Fearing for his life, Martinez fired three rounds 
atl И jumped over the wooden fence, and several minutes later, after a 
containment of the area had been set up, he was found laying in the narrow pathway 
behind the wooden fence. ас transported to Saint Francis Hospital where he 
was treated for a through and through gunshot wound to the lower back with the bullet 
lodged in his upper chest area. BE juries are not life threatening. 


After a thorough search which included rooftops and neighboring homes, deputies 
were unable to locate a firearm. 


On November 27, 2007, Deputy District Attorney Christina Fleming Buckley issued a 
Letter of Opinion regarding the deputy involved shooting incident. In her review of the 
shooting, D.D.A. Buckley deemed Deputy Martinez acted lawfully in self-defense of 
others.

INVOLVED DEPUTY (S) STATEMENTS: 


Deputy Julio Martinez, am - interviewed by Homicide Investigators Peyton 
and Barron on April 27, 2007, at 1445 hours. Sergeants Jack Ramirez and Frank 
Quichocho of Internal Affairs Bureau interviewed him on January 23, 2008 at 
approximately 1400 hours. The following is a summary of both interviews. 
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Deputy Martinez said he and Deputy Veloz were working Century Station Patrol on 
April 26, 2007. He said he was working as the book man in a marked black and white 
patrol vehicle and Deputy Veloz was the driver. Deputy Martinez said at approximately 
0900 hours, unit 216B (Deputies Figueroa Жыш. Gonzalez TN. for 
assistance via Sheriff's radio regarding, "Gun shots heard" in the area of east 99^ 
Street and Success Avenue in the unincorporated area of Los Angeles County. He 
said Deputy Figueroa told him and Veloz via Sheriff's radio that he and his partner 
were flagged down by a citizen informant who told him that a male black wearing a 
dark hooded sweatshirt had shot at a vehicle that drove through east 99" Street earlier 
in the morning. He said Deputy Figueroa asked them to check the area for possible 
suspect (s) or potential victims of the shooting. 


I.A.B. Note: Refer to Exhibit A, Page #16 of the Homicide Book 
for a copy of Deputy Figueroa's supplementary report. 


Deputy Martinez said prior to checking the area, they heard an emergency call via 
Sheriff's radio being broadcasted. He said Detective Rojas EE. requesting 
assistance regarding a stolen vehicle investigation where suspects were running. 
Deputy Martinez said they left the area of east 99" Street in order to respond to the 
assistance request by Detective Martin Rojas 


Deputy Martinez said while he was at the scene of the stolen vehicle investigation, he 
saw that there was a late model Honda vehicle being detained along with a male 
Hispanic juvenile Subject who was identified as the driver of the stolen vehicle. Deputy 
Martinez said he saw what appeared to be fresh bullet holes along the passenger side 
of the vehicle. He said Detective Rojas told him that the juvenile driver being detained 
said he and his friends were driving in the area of Success Avenue and east 99^ 
Street, when a male black wearing a dark hooded sweat shirt shot at them with a black 
9mm hand gun.

License 
with bullet holes on the passenger side. 


Deputy Martinez said he and Veloz now had additional information involving the shots 
heard earlier, with the initial information supplied by Deputies Figueroa and Gonzalez, 
along with their observations of the stolen vehicle riddled with bullet holes. He said in 
addition, they had the juvenile driver identifying the suspect as a male black wearing a 
dark hooded sweat shirt as the shooter. 


Deputy Martinez said they decided to go back to the area of east 99" Street and 
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Success Avenue in order to try and locate the suspect (s) responsible for the assault 
on the juveniles. He said he knows this area to be claimed by the "99" street Mafia" 


gang. 


I.A.B. Note: Deputy Martinez has been assigned to Century Station 
since 07-2001, and is aware of the street gangs in the station area. 
The juveniles detained for the stolen vehicle were also identified 
as being from the “Grape Street Varrio Watts" street gang. 


Deputy Martinez said he and Deputy Veloz were traveling westbound on east 99^ 
Street from Success Avenue when they saw three male blacks, approximately mid- 
block on east 99" Street (he estimated approximately 30 to 40 yards). He said two of 
them are on the south side of the sidewalk, walking away from them going westbound 
and one of them is crossing the street. He said the one crossing the street is wearing 
a dark hooded sweat shirt (later identified as Subject| Deputy Martinez said all 
three males look back in their direction. He said the two males on the south side of the 
sidewalk just continue walking like nothing happened, he said they were not startled 
and they did not appear to be afraid of their presence.

He said he does not know if the Subject had a weapon in 
his waistband, but he was concerned because the Subject continued to have his right 
hand hidden in his waistband as was running away from them. He said Subject 

also matched the description given to them as the possible assault with a deadly 
weapon suspect (MB/ tall, with a dark hooded sweat shirt, with a hand gun).

Deputy Martinez said Deputy Veloz stopped the patrol car facing in a northwest 
position in front of the driveway ES He said he exited the patrol car 
and at that point he lost sight of Subject He said he ran to a palm tree which is 


located in the front yard of the location. He said his mind-set was to follow Subject 

jand keep an eye on him in the event he continued to run. He said he had planned 
on putting out radio traffic and set up a containment once he got to the palm tree and 
had a position of cover. He said he told Deputy Veloz to take up a position on the 
south west portion of the location in the event Subject гео to double back around 
on them. 


l.A.B. Note: The deputies patrol car had been moved prior to 
the walk through of the crime scene by Homicide Bureau. 


Deputy Martinez said as he got to the palm tree, he could see Subject ih aving 
difficulty getting over a makeshift type wooden fence or wooden board. He said 
Subject could not get over the fence, so he came down and turned in Deputy 
Martinez’ direction. He said Subject pointed a dark object at him with his right 
hand. Deputy Martinez said he was in fear for his life, so he fired one round at Subject 
Deputy Martinez said he then fired two more times (Deputy Martinez estimated 


his distance to be between ten to fifteen feet away from Subject t the time of the 
shooting). He said Subject ent over or fell over the fence after the third shot. He 
said he could hear Subject moaning and could see his hands. He said he heard 


Aero Bureau above him at that point. Deputy Martinez said one of the residents at 
told them that the Subject was on the east side of the house 
because they could hear moaning. 


1.A.B. Note: Deputy Martinez said he knew where Deputy Veloz 
was during the shooting so there was no cross fire. He said he 
felt they had tactical control of the incident.

INVOLVED DEPUTY WITNESSES: 


Deputy Oscar Veloz, ш... on Thursday, April 26, 2007, he and his partner, 
Deputy Martinez were working Unit 216A days. He said they were assisting Deputy 
Figueroa, Unit 216B, regarding a man with a gun and shots fired incident. He said 
Deputy Figueroa had been flagged down by a witness who told him that a male black 
was seen with a gun and gunshots had been fired. The suspect was described as a 
male Black, in his early 20's, wearing dark clothing and was last seen running on 99^ 
Street with a gun. 


Deputy Veloz said they were then diverted to assist Detective Rojas regarding a stolen 
vehicle investigation. Deputy Veloz said as they were assisting Detective Rojas, he 
said they noticed recent bullet holes on the passenger's side of the vehicle. He said 
they also learned that the occupants of the vehicle had been shot at while they drove 
on 99th Street. He said they were told the suspect was a tall thin male Black, wearing 
a dark hooded sweater. 


Deputy Veloz said after approximately an hour, they responded back to 99" Street and 
Success Avenue in an effort to look for the man with a gun suspect. He said they were 
driving west on 99" Street from Success Avenue, when they saw two male Blacks 
walking on the south sidewalk of 99" Street. He said they did not match the suspect 
description previously given by Deputy Figueroa. Deputy Veloz said they also saw a 
male black (Subject| walking across the street toward the north side of the 
sidewalk on 99" Street (he estimated the distance to be approximately two or three 
houses west of Success Avenue). He said they noticed that this male matched the 
suspect description previously given as the suspect who had been involved in the 
shooting with the subject's arrested for the stolen vehicle that Detective Rojas was 
investigating. 
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Deputy Veloz said they focused their attention on Subjectlifoecause he matched 
the description of the assault with a deadly weapon suspect. He said once Subject 

saw them, he began walking westbound and as they were going to detain him, he 
suddenly took off running. Deputy Veloz said as the subject was running, he appeared 
to be holding something in his waistband area. He said the subject continued running 
westbound then ran into the front yard а =. 99" Street. 


1.A.B. Note: Deputy Veloz said the situation was occurring rapidly 
and their focus was on Subject i right hand in the waistband 
area, so they did not put out any emergent radio traffic at that point. 


Deputy Veloz said he drove toward the driveway of the residence at B 99th 

EEN He said Subjecilwas already in the middle of the front yard at this point. 
He said Subject was running toward the east side of the house. He said Subject 

ontinued to hold the front area of his waistband area with his right hand. He said 

he parked the patrol car and exited. He said both he and his partner were yelling at 
the subject to stop but the subject continued to run. He said he lost sight of the subject 
as he ran toward the backyard of the residence. He said Deputy Martinez had exited 
their patrol car first. He said Deputy Martinez was approximately two feet ahead of 
him. 


Deputy Veloz said at this point he is near the front porch of the residence and Deputy 
Martinez is positioned at the palm tree which is approximately twenty feet away from 
his (Veloz’) location. He said he heard Deputy Martinez fire his weapon three times. 
He said Deputy Martinez yelled out that the Subject had a gun. He said they both 
remained in a position of cover and Deputy Martinez requested assistance regarding a 
deputy involved shooting. He said at that point they both backed out and took up 
different positions of cover. He said additional units arrived on scene shortly after. 


I.A.B. Note: Deputy Veloz said there was never a cross fire 
between he and Deputy Martinez. He also said they never 
lost sight of each other during the entire incident. Refer to 
Exhibit A, Homicide book, pages 39 thru 41 regarding 
Homicide's interview of Deputy Veloz. 


NON-DEPARTMENT WITNESSES: 
Although the entire neighborhood was canvassed by members of Homicide and 
Internal Affairs Bureaus, along with the District Attorney's Office, no persons, who 


witnessed the shooting, were located. Several people heard loud talking and several 
gunshots.

Dear Captain Curtis: 


The Justice System Integrity Division of the Los Angeles County District Attorney's Office has 
completed its review of the April 26, 2007, non-fatal shooting of ——— by Los Angeles 
County Sheriff's Deputy Julio Martinez. It is our conclusion that Deputy Martinez acted in 
lawful self defense. 


The following analysis is based on reports prepared by the Los Angeles County Sheriff's 
Department (LASD), submitted to this office by members of the LASD Homicide Bureau, on 
September 6, 2007. The District Attorney's Command Center was notified of the shooting on 
April 26, 2007 at approximately 11:11 a.m. The District Attorney Response Team, comprised of 
Deputy District Attorney Christina Buckley and District Attorney Senior Investigator fll 

responded and was given a briefing and walk through of the scene. Deputy Martinez 
provided a voluntary statement which was considered as part of this analysis. 


: FACTUAL ANALYSIS 


On April 26, 2007 at approximately 9:00 a.m., Deputy Martinez and his partner, Deputy Oscar 
Veloz, responded to an assistance call regarding “shots fired” and “а man with а gun” in the area 
of East 99" Street and Success Avenue. They were advised that the man with the gun was а 
black male, early 20's, wearing dark clothing. While they were enroute to look for the suspect in 
the area of East 99th Street and Success Avenue, they were diverted to assist Detective Martin 
Rojas with a stolen vehicle investigation in the Jordan Down Housing Project where the suspects 
were running. While assisting Rojas, they noticed that the stolen vehicle had what appeared to 
be fresh bullet holes on the passenger side. Two of the occupants of the stolen vehicle were 
apprehended. When interviewed, they told deputies that they were driving in the area of Success 
Avenue and East 99" Street when a male wearing a dark hooded sweatshirt shot at them. 


——— _  — —— 
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Martinez and Veloz, who were both in full uniform and traveling in a black and white patrol car, 
went back to the area of East 99% Street and Success Avenue to look for the suspect. As they 
were traveling westbound on East 99" Street from Success Avenue they saw a male 
(subsequently identified as wearing a dark hooded sweatshirt walking ahead of 
them on the north sidewalk. They both noticed that Й right hand was secured in his 
waistband area. When| looked in the direction of. ez and Veloz he appeared startled 
and began running. ran into the front yard о East 99^ Street be kept his right hand 
in the waistband area of his pants. Veloz stopped the 1 car and both be and Martinez got out 
and gave chase. Martinez yelled E — to stop as h ran to the east side of the residence 
out of view. Martinez cautiously approached the east side of the front yard and took cover 
behind a large palm tree which was directly south of the east side of the residence whe! 
had disappeared. 


As Martinez peered around the side of the paim tree he за» АЯ alongside 

residence near a wooden fence. 2 still holding his right hand in his waist area. 

turned and removed bis hand from his waist area and pointed what Martinez believed to be a gun 
at him, Fearing for his life, Martinez fired three rounds m | jumped over the wooden 
fence, and several minutes later, after a containment of the area had been set up, he was found 
laying in the narrow pathway behind the wooden fence. Boos transported to Saint Francis 
Hospital where he was treated for a through-and-through gunshot wound across the front of his 
right knee and a second gunshot wound to the lower back with the bullet lodged in his upper 
chest area. injuries were not life threatening and when investigators attempted to 
interview him at the hospital, he invoked his right to remain silent and was not questioned. 


After a thorough search which included rooftops and neighboring homes, deputies were unable 
to locate a firearm. 


CONCLUSION 


California law permits the use of deadly force in self-defense or in defense of others if it 
reasonably appears to the person claiming the right of self-defense or the defense of others that 
he actually and reasonably believed he or others were in imminent danger of great bodily injury 
or death. People v Williams, (1977) 75 Cal. App.3d 731. 


The "reasonableness" of a particular use of force must be judged from the perspective of a 
reasonable officer on the scene, rather than with the 20/20 vision of hindsight... The calculus of 
reasonableness must embody allowance for the fact that police are often forced to make split- 
second judgments -- in circumstances that are tense, uncertain, and rapidly evolving -- about the 
amount of force that is necessary in a particular situation. Graham v. Conner, (1989) 490 U.S. 
386, 396-397. 


If one is confronted by the appearance of danger which one believes, and a reasonable person in 
the same position would believe, would result in death or great bodily injury, one may act upon 
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those circumstances. Actual danger is not necessary to justify the use of deadly force in self- 
defense. The right of self-defense is the same whether the danger is real or merely apparent. 
People v. Toledo (1948) 85 С.А. 2d 577. 


The-evidence examined shows when Deputies Martinez and Veloz sov ey both noticed 
that he matched the description of the person who shot numerous times at a vehicle and was in 
the immediate area where the shooting had occurred. Жаз observed to be holding his right 
hand tightly in his waist area consistent with holding a firearm. When he saw the deputies he 
appeared startled and immediately ran. ignored Martinez’s commands to stop running and 
subsequently tumed and pointed what appeared to be a gun at Martinez. Based on the fact that 
an armed shooting suspect was at large in the vicinity and па matched the 
description of the assailant, we find фа ЖЖ provocative and potentially threatening actions 
prompted Deputy Martinez to believe his life was in jeopardy and he responded with deadly 
force in lawful self-defense. Therefore, we are closing our file and will take no further action in 
this matter.
